Apache ladies fall step short of national title 


The TJC Apache Ladies fell a 
step short of their ultimate goal, 
losing a 74-52 decision to North¬ 
ern Oklahoma in the women’s 
national junior college champion¬ 
ship game at Johnson County 
Community College gym last 
weekend. 

The loss ended an impressive 
season for head coach Herb 
Richardson and his Apache Lad¬ 
ies. TJC finished with a 32-3 
mark, second in the nation. 

Northern Oklahoma, ranked 
No. 1 in the nation all season 
long, proved their position, over¬ 
powering the Apache Ladies from 
the outset. . 

TJC managed to grab a 5-4 lead 


early on a free throw by 6-foot-5 
post Janice Mulford, but it was 
the last time the Ladies owned an 
advantage. 

Northern Oklahoma reeled off 
12 consecutive points to take a 
22-10 margin with 14:56 remain¬ 
ing in the first half, and it was 
never a contest after that. 

TJC’s 6-foot Bonnie Buchanan, 
an All-America nominee, picked 
up 21 points in the final game and 
was selected to the all-tourna¬ 
ment team. Mulford and fresh¬ 
man Dee Dee James received 
honorable mentions. 

TJC’s road to the national 
finals was. long .and .successful..

scoring of Buchanan, Mulford 
and James, went through Texas 
Eastern Conference play without 
a loss, and won three games in 
the regional tournament to gain 
the right to advance to nationals. 


Again it was the high-scoring of 
the Buchanan-Mulford duo that 
enabled TJC to advance to the 
semifinals. The two combined for 
47 points with Buchanan leading 
the way with 27.

Some experts bona fide, 
other experts phonies 


It never fails. 

Those you ask for expertise 
don’t want to part with it. 

And those with unsolicited 
expertise and advice can’t wait to 
tell you. 

I’m not saying there’s anything 
wrong with the latter type expert. 
Some of my best friends are 
experts. 

It’s just that there’s a wrong 
and a right way to be an expert. 
You’ve got to make people beg for 
your expertise. 

Many so-called experts are only 
fortunate phonies. They believe 
that just because they’re highly 
informed, the whole world should 
consider them experts. 

Let’s face it. Being knowledge¬ 
able is being knowledgeable but 
expertise takes hours of hard 
practice and must be cultivated 
carefully. 

In short, you must have an 
expert’s expertise. 

The true expert must follow a 
rigid routine to keep his expertise 
awe-inspiring. » 

First, to be a valid expert, you 
must admit to yourself that you 
owe much of your expertise to 
experience — that wonderful 
knowledge that enables you to 
recognize a mistake when you 
make it again. 

If you expect to be considered a 
authority on anything at all, 
you’ve got to look the part. 

The key to an expert appear¬ 
ance is looking as if you know 
what you’re doing. I’m not saying 
you have to know what’s going on 
at all times. Just be sure you’re 
conveying the general idea. 

You only need to be convincing 


on two or three points. People will 
assume you know the rest. 

Once you convince those a- 
round you of your authority by 
appearance alone, you still have 
the hardest part ahead. 

As I’ve said before, one com¬ 
mon misconception concerning 
expertise is that it requires a vast 
store of knowledge. As an au¬ 
thority on the subject, let me 
refute that fallacy right here and 
now.

ever, only expound on the obvious 
and proved facts. 

•If you can’t convince him, 
confuse him. 

•Don’t engage in arguments. . 

But if you’re ever cornered, ask 
an irrelevant question. Then 
stand there with a satisfied grin 
while your interrogator, tries to 
figure out what’s going on. 
Quickly change the subject. 

•When really stumped, look at 
your inquirer as if he’d lost his 
senses. When he ‘ looks down, 
paraphrase the question back at 
him. 




It’s all in the way you use the 
knowledge you have. 

This is where the true expert 
reveals himself. Only the bona- 
fied expert is able to use his 
knowledge for all it’s worth. 

Many a novice expert panics at 
the onset of the second phase of 
expertise. 

OK. So you have them believ¬ 
ing you to be an expert. What 
should you do if some smart-aleck 
asks you a question whose answer 

seems to call for an intelligent 
response? 

By all means stay calm. Take a 
couple deep breaths, assume your 
most expert pose, then follow 
these guidelines: 

•Speak with authority. How- 


The amount of expertise you 
can claim as your own is in 
proportion to the degree to which 
you can baffle your audience. 

A skill closely akin to expertise 
is giving explanations. 

By employing long, verbose, 
thorough, complete, detailed and 
specific explanations explanatory 
of things explained, further baf¬ 
flement of your audience can be 
achieved. This will more firmly 
establish you as an expert. 

One explanation suited for 
many occasions and topics is 
“because” along with its ex¬ 
planatory explanation, “just be¬ 


cause.

Ryer admits the language barrier 
will be tough for a while, but he’ll 
stay in a dorm with the kids and 
expects to be forced to pick up a 
lot of the language through their 
constant companionship. 

Laws in Israel bar active at¬ 
tempts to “witness” to anyone 
age 18 or under, Ryer added. 

Much of the credit for the 
direction his life has taken Ryer 
attributes to BSU Director Geno 
Robinson and to his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Ed Ryer. 

“They’re really excited. They 
can’t believe it’s happening,” he 
said. 

“It makes me feel really honor¬ 
ed that the Lord gave me parents 
that really care.” 

Ryer describes his life as a 
young Christian:

Mosley, Francene Mitchell and 
Janiece Sims all of Tyler, Denise 
Jackson of Troup and Euridee 
Rutherford of Hawkins, said pa¬ 
geant coordinator David Strong. 

It is the first Miss Black Tyler 
contest for the sole reason that 
“nobody has ever done it here in 
Tyler before,” Strong said. 

Any woman between the ages 
of 18-25 who has graduated from 
high school and is attending 
. college or plans to attend college 
is qualified. She must have never 
married or had a child. 

Zeta Phi Beta sponsors the 
contest. 


The purpose is to give blacks a 
better chance at getting a position 
in the beauty world, - Strong said.

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43 approved tutors listed in counseling office

The counseling office gets two 
or three calls each day from 
students hunting a tutor. Most 
are looking for help with math, 
math-related or English courses, 
Counseling Director Tom Tooker 
says.

LIT CLASS WAS 
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A list of the 43 approved tutors, 
qualified to teach most subjects, 
including foreign languages, is 
available at the counseling cen¬ 
ter. 

Rates are set by tutors. 
Charges vary from $5-$9 an 
hour. 

More students are using tutors 
than in past years. Tooker thinks 
the reason is that “they have 
become more interested in their 
studies in the last seven to eight 
years.” * 

The majority of tutors are TJC 
students with a few Texas East¬ 
ern University students. 

Students need a tutor usually 


because of a weak background in 
a subject required for their major, 
Tooker said. 

After determining the need for 
a tutor, a student should first 
check with his instructor or his 
department chairman for advice. 

The next stop will be the 
counseling center office. 

Here a computer prints out a 
complete list of all tutors in a few 
seconds. The list shows the 
tutor’s name, address, phone 
number and what courses the 
individual is qualified to tutor. 

Veterans desiring tutoring

The veteran also must pay for 
his tutoring expenses. He will, 
however, be reimbursed up to $69 
a month providing certain quali¬ 
fications are met, Martin said. 

The veteran and his tutor 
“must work closely together,” 
she explained, and keep a careful 
record of time spent since a form 
signed by both must be sent in 
each month to the regional vete¬ 
rans’ office in Waco. 

A veteran may use a tutor for 
more than one subject. He may 
not use a tutor only to improve his 
grades, Martin said. He may use 
a tutor-only to keep from failing a 
course. 

“The VA requires that a stud¬ 


ent have a ‘decided deficiency’ in 
a course to qualify for tutorial 
assistance,” Martin added. 

Martin said her office likes “to 
work closely with the instructors” 
on the matter of tutors “so that 
the maximum amount of good 
can be achieved.” 

This program is also available 
for dependents of veterans who 
qualify for VA benefits. 

The length of time a student 
uses a tutor varies, Tooker said. 
Some use them for only a short 
period and others use one all 
semester. 

Department chairmen send an 
updated list of tutors to the 
counseling office each semester.

Physical Education instructor 
Sandy Prater is helping with the 
women’s league and doing an 
outstanding job, Richardson 
commented.
